Oath ſtands ſtill unviolate as ydu may ſee above. The caſe thus ſtated, I hope 
our Adverfaries wilt not deny, that ifthe Turk, or any Foreign Enemy, ſhould 
' invade-us, and in his Declaration ſhew, That he would not lay down his Arms, 
till we ſhould Renounce our Reformed Religion, and--quite with all our Civil 
Priviledges I hope none, in his Right Wits, will refuſe, that-it were our Duty, 
Man and Mother-Son, from the higheſt to rhe loweſt, todraw to Arms in our 
own Self-defence. -But it is like ſome will ſay, That though we were bound fo 
to do againſt Foreigners, yet we may not do ſo againſt oyr-Lawful Princes. To. 
this I Anſwer, Fir#t, They are divided among themſelves here ; Some granting, 
that in ſome caſes, even their own Lawful Princes.may be reſiſted, and the Arms 
of Innocent Sel{-defence made uſe of againft them. Others ſay, No! But what- 
ever they ſay or think, either this Poſition ſhall ſtand-to the World's End, That 
there was never a Power-given of God, toany Mortal, to rugg and deſtroy the 
Souls of the Subjetts, andto ruine them in their Civil Intereſts; or ofherways, 
there was never a Power given of GOD to any * Mortal, to enact iniquity by a 
Law,and to force Obedience to theſe iniquious Laws by Fire and Sword, as it is 
in our caſe; And if any Monarch or any pretending Commiſlion from him, ſhould 
arrogate a. Power to do fo, the Subje& beyond al} contraverſie is called to ſtand 
to his own Defence, and vindicate the honour of his Great Supream Maſter, 
ſeeing he is vielented. to the +Denyal of AHedgeance to him, by his pretended 
Depute or Servant: I ſuppoſe this will not be refuſed by any that believes that
